ADDRESSES LE6I0N MEETING 


Predicts Further Attacks on Admin­ 
istration of the Bureau and Says 
the Bureau Can Not Take Another 
Forward Step Unless Public Conf! 
dence in 
the 
Work 
is 
Restored 
Thousands of Veterans Present. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 16.—The an- 
»ual 
American 
legion 
convention 
opened here with thousands ut vet 
erans in attendance. 
Frank T. 
Hines, 
director 
of the 
V eterans’ bureau, in an address be­ 
fore the convention, declared that the 
bureau has been “cleaned up,” but 
that it “can not take another forward 
step unless public confidence in our 
work is preserved by a cessation of 
turmoil and baseless condemnation. 
Certain 
minority 
delegations 
are 
ready to start a fight to force the le­ 
gion into politics by demanding an 
expression of opinion from the con­ 
vention on im portant issues of the 
presidential campaign. 
The legion will never get so far 
astray 
.om 
its 
original 
purposes, 
however, as to endorse candidates for 
any office, nor maneuver its strength 
to the support of any one candidate 
or group of candidates, 
leaders 
in­ 
sisted. 
Director Hines complimented the le­ 
gion for responding to his appeal for 
its “ whole-hearted co-operation” and 
lending “ungrudgingly, an active and 
Intelligent co-operation of the highest 
degree of helpfulness.” 
He added! 
“I find the air is at this moment 
full of presages and rumors that a t­ 
tacks will shortly again be I ade upon 
the veterans' bureau, that propaganda 
of a certain soil is in preparation for 
use in aid of purposes not at all con­ 
nected with the interests of the ex- 
service men. and that publicity cam ­ 
paigns are projected, in which it is in­ 
tended to drag out the m istakes and 
errors of the past, and so to visit, as 
it were, the sins of those upon the 
children of the third aud fourth gen­ 
eration. 
“There was ct one time something 
amiss in the United States veterans’ 
bureau. 
The roots of those troubles 
lay far back in the beginning, when 
these 
governm ent 
agencies 
were 
hastily organized, under the stress of 
actual warfare, imperfectly thought 
out, inefficiently manned and adm in­ 
istered and illogically, spasmodically 
developed in times of peace.” 
Defending his adm inistration, Gen­ 
eral Hines said: 
‘i f it shall be said 
that there is anything fundamentally 
wrong with the veterans* bureau now 
such statem ents shall be untrue. 
I 
am not so foolish as to suggest that 
the adm inistration of veteran relief 
is now a perfect thing; it never can 
be that and never will; but we can 
say—for it is truth itself—that 
an 
enormous stride has been taken.” 
Director Hines said that all avail­ 
able government 
hospital 
facilities 
have been thrown open to veterans 
and that the problem of rehabilitation 
has been solved.

State Property In Direct Line of th e 
Producing Oil and Gas Wells, Ac­ 
cording 
to 
Information 
Reaching 
the Director—Applications for Lease 
on State Property in Athens County 
Turned Down. 


Columbus. Sept. 16.—The state •€ 
Ohio may drill for a gas supply in 
Athens county. 
With the drilling of oil and gas 
wells each week nearer the line of 
the property of the Athens state hos­ 
pital for the insane, John E. Harper, 
director of public welfare, favors the 
state drilling wells on the grounds, 
Instead of leasing the property. 
During the past few weeks several 
applications have been made to Direc­ 
tor H arper for a lease on the prop­ 
erty. but to each he has given the 
same reply, and that is to the effect 
that if any well is drilled on the in­ 
stitution grounds it will be done by 
the state and not by individuals. 
Mr. H arper has written a letter to 
Dr. John H. Berry, superintendent of 
the Athens 
institution, asking 
for 
complete information concerning the 
drilling activities in the vicinity of 
the hospital property. 
Information received by the welfare 
director is to the effect that gas wells 
producing from 1,000,000 to 3,000,000 
cubic feet of gas daily have been 
drilled 
in within two and one-half 
miles of the institution, and that the 
state property is in direct line of the 
producing oil wells as well as these 
prolific gagers.

Miss I Heart was 
held at Ellis Island aud t h e n sent on 
to Havana, but Firpo was allowed to 
land. 
He is charged with perjury because 
of statem ents he made at the hearing 
at that tim e when he denied he had

to the United 
States. 
The proceedings were secret. Final 
decision will be m a d e by Secretary of 
Labor Davis at W ashington.

IS IT CYLINDER 
I OR PISTON RING? 


When Engine Lacks Power 
and Compression Is Poor 
Make Examination. 


(By ERW IN GREER, President Greer 
C ollege of A utom otive E ngineering. 
C hicago.) 
There Is nothing mysterious about 
piston rings used in automobile en­ 
gines. even though repairmen will tell 
you that new rings of a certain sort 
will elevate your engine into some new 
state in which it produces twice as 
much power and 
speed as before. 
There Is a good deal of misinforma­ 
tion about piston rings, and because 
of It automobile owners spend millions 
each year for such parts, In many 
cases getting no results from the ex­ 
penditure. 
Piston rings are supposed to pack 
the cylinder, so that the gas does not 
leak downward and oil upward. 
In 
order to be nu Ideal device It must do 
this without exerting too much pres­ 
sure against the cylinder wall, and 
the pressure must be evenly distrib­ 
uted all around. Tile ring must fit the 
cylinder perfectly; 
It 
must 
fit 
Its 
grooves In the piston so that it will 
be neither too tight nor too loose. 


Find Cause of Trouble. 
Such piston rings will run perhaps 
20,000 or 30,000 miles, but a time 
must come when the rings no longer 
make a gas-tight joint. 
It then Is 
necessary to find out why the rings 
no 
longer 
fit 
well. 
The 
average 
repair man will tell you that when 
wear takes place only the rings be­ 
come worn, so that all that is neces­ 
sary to put the engine In first-class 
ffiape Is to replace the piston rings. 
How the repair man knows Is one of 
the mysteries of this world. 
The fact 
is that no one can tell whether the 
rings are worn or whether the cylin­ 
ders are worn. or Just what the con­ 
dition of these parts is unless the 
parts themselves nre examined and 
measured. 
This explains a great deal of trou­ 
ble owners have, because so-called 
oversize rings were Installed In the 
cylinders. 
In the first place the cyl­ 
inders should be made true, either by 
grinding or some other process, and 
now rings obtained to fit the new 
bore. 
In this way only ^ n one he 
mire of a perfect fit. 
To say that new 
rings will lap themselves Into an oval 
bore Is wrong, for they WHI not, nor 
will new rings In worn cylinders take 
the shape presented by score marks 
lr hard spots In the cylinder metal 
Rings Do Not Fit. 
When 
your 
engine 
Incks 
power, 
when the compression Is peep*, when 
(t pumps oil and uses too much fuel. 
it usually Is a sign that the rings do 
not fit properly, but it Is not a sign 
that new rings alone will cure these 
troubles. 
You must find out the con­ 
dition of tho cylinders Into which the 
rings 
fit. 
This means 
tile 
grooves 
must be trued In a lathe to the exact 
size of the new ring.

Use Your Third Brake 
“Do not forget that your car 
has three brakes.

A verage Farm. 
Twenty-three 
farmers 
in 
Scioto 
county have proved for themselves 
the actual loss they sustain, in dollars 
and cents, by leaving manure exposed 
to atmospheric conditions, as in the 
open barnyard, so that valuable plant 
food is lost which otherwise would be 
returned to the soil. 
Having kept records of their ordi­ 
nary farming operations for six years, 
in cooperation with the department of 
rural economics of the Ohio State uni- 
versity^ the men decided this year to 
make a study of the fertility 
lost by 
leaving the manure out in the open 
barnyard or piling it behind the barn, 
as has been the practice of the ma­ 
jority of the group. 
A s a basis for the study, outlined by 
C. R. Arnold, extension 
specialist 
in 
rural economics, the farmers figured 
the average time that the manure was 
in the open lot. 
Then the 
loss 
of 
ammonia phosphoric acid and potash , 
in manure so exposed was computed, 
it,*;ed on figures 
obtained from 
the 
Ohio experiment station at Wooster. 
The result showed 
that plant 
food 
which would cost $108, if .purchased 
as fertilizers, was lost on the average 
farm. 
One farmer figured his loss at 
$300. 
Some of the men have covered barn­ 
yards, or haul the manure direct from 
the barn to the field. These men sus­ 
tained practically no loss.

It Is advisable to set a new straw- 
j berry bed every spring, but in lite 
i small home garden, at least, it w ii 
I often pay to continue the bed for a 
second and possibly a third season. 
The United States Department of Ag 
rlculture advises that if the bed is ti* 
be saved for another year any mulch 
and other refuse, such as weeds ami 
strawy manure that may have actu 
Ululated through the summer, should 
he raked off as soon as the crop is 
gathered. 
Then 
the 
older 
plants 
should be pulled out or removed with 
a hoe, leaving only enough of tho 
younger ones to send out runners to 
make a new narrow or wide matt* ii 
row, as desired. 
If the leaves on the 
plants left are spotted with discase. 
cut or mow them off and burn them. 
A pound of nitrate of soda 
per 
square rod of ground, scattered around 
the plants will start a vigorous growth. 
Put this fertilizer on when the plants 
are dry, for It will injure any dam;* 
parts of the plant it touches. Handle ! 
in this way a bed may be kept for sev­ 
eral years, because the new plants of 
one year are saved for fruiting the 
next. Old beds may he cleaned un 
just mentioned, by hoeing or plowing 
the spaces between rows and leaving 
the youngest plunts In the row.

Of the quaint and beautiful houses 
still standing in lite historic “Royal 
Mile” between Edinburgh castle and 
Holyrood palace ut Edinburgh, Scot­ 
land, what Is reputed to be the oldest 
oi all, Huntly House, js being pur­ 
chased by the col poration of Edin­ 
burgh. 
The prospect of preserving this link 
with the past gives intense gratifica­ 
tion to the numerous lovers of old 
Edinburgh. 
Just what purpose the 
old house vvUl be used for is not yet 
announced. 
It is by no means clear why this 
ancient landmark should be known as 
Huntly House. 
The examinations of 
the title and feu charters Incidental to 
the purchase may, however, reveal In­ 
teresting evidence of a connection with 
the ancient Scottish line of Huntly. 
Doctor Chambers, in his ‘Tradition of 
Edinburgh,” calls it “The Speaking 
House.” Round this title he weaves an 
amusing fantasy. Here, in purt, is his 
explanation for the name: 
i 
The house was built In that time of 
crisis in Scottish national history, 1570, 
the year of the assassination of the 
earl of Moray (The Good Regent). So 
rich a mansion seemed to the common 
people out of keeping with the state 
of the times and Us erection was said 
to have caused expressions of public ' 
surprise. 
To answer popular criti­ 
cisms the owner had a decorative stone 
panel inscribed In Latin and inserted 
in tile face of the building. Translated 
tile inscription reads, “I am the happy 
man today. 
Your turn may come to- 
moirow; then why should you repine? 
1570.” 
Apparently the 
criticism did not 
diminish, for as the building proceeded 
a Second tablet appeared, saying, “As 
thou vt thy tongue, so I of my ears, am 
lord.” 
Farther along the building another 
panel in gilded lettering informs us 
that “To the expectant heart the con­ 
cerns of mortals are merely a shadow.” 
Since the builder has moused us so 
much with the history of his feelings 
during Its erection. It Is a great pity, 
continues Doctor Chambers, that we 
should not know who he was. 
Nothing else is known of the early 
history of Huntly House beyond the 
fact that the Cannongate m agistrates 
granted a charter for It in September, 
1047, to die incorporation of Hammer­ 
men. 
It was, however, occupied in 
1753 by no less than the dowager 
duchess of Gordon.

First Bells Made of Clay. 
Man made bells before lie learned to 
write. 
These first bells were vessels 
of clay, which gave off a pleasing res­ 
onance when struck.

Moses, Isaiah and the prophet Zacha­ 
riah mention the use of bells as anklets 
on the feet of women, on yokes for 
horses, and in temples. 
The Greeks 
decked their triumphal chariots with 
bells. 
The Romans used them to call

temple and forum. 
| (‘aulinus of Nota, un Italian bishop, 
! first used bells In Christian worship. 
About 400 A. D., shortly after the 
time of Paulinus, church powers be­ 
ni me genera] in Europe.

The curfew bell, the angelus bell and 
Die passing bell are part of bell prac­ 
tice and tradition.

Gen. Frank T. Hines, director of the 
veterans’ bureau, bus issued prelimi­ 
nary Instructions to field offices that 
payment of retroactive compensation 
to those persons whose cases have

service under section 200 of the World 
war veterans’ act of 1024, may not be 
made for any period before the date 
of Hie approval of the act on June 7. 
1924. 
Watson B. Miller, choirman of 
the Legion committee, bus taken Issue 
with this view'. 
Mr. Miller declares that there is In 
the Phrasing of the law a “definite 
suggestion of retroactivity In that the 
t^rne a man acquired his disability is 
placed back within a period now some 
years remote.” 
No claims which have been con­ 
nected with service by historical facts, 
wherein under the provisions of sec­ 
tion 210 of the act compensation may 
be paid retroactively for one year 
prior to the filing of the claim, the 
, amount depending upon the physical 
condition of the claimant during that 
period, are affected by tile bureau's 
preliminary ruling, it was pointed out. 
The Legion purposes, It was learned, 
to place upon the same status those 
claims which have now been con­ 
nected with service through the op­
